Medal — Decision Memorandum 

1. purpose: To obtain approval for the award of the Humanitar- 
ian Service Medal (HSM) to all Joint Task Force Personnel 

who penetrated Iranian airspace on the night of 24-25 April 
1980. 

2. Discussion: 

a. The JTF Commander recommends that the HSM be approved 
for all JTF personnel who were in Iran the night of 24-25 
April 1980. This is in keeping with the President's 
stated humanitarian aspects of the operation. 

b. The criteria of DOD Directive 1348.25, 23 June 1977 have 

been met: 

Operation: Attempted rescue of U.S. hostages in Iran 
Period: The night of 24-25 April 1980 

Humanitarian Aspects: Support provided to the National 

Command Authorities to obtain the 
release of American hostages from 
i Iranian control. 

Unit Participating: Joint Task Force 1-79 
Number of Participants: Estimated 200 

Request for assistance: The President directed a human- 
itarian mission to rescue 
- U.S. hostages in Iran 

c. All awards will be classified Secret to protect the 
individuals, units involved and future operations. 

3. Recommendation: That the attempted rescue of American 
hostages be approved as qualifying for the award of the 
Humanitarian Service Medal.

After reading the majority of the testimony, it appears that 
there are some areas the JTF is vulnerable on that may come 
out in the 2 June hearings. These openings are due primarily 
to imprecise testimony to people who are not "experts" in 
•operational matters. 

a. Testimony is unclear as to why the helos and the C130's 
flew at different altitudes and different flight routes. 
Reading all the transcripts leaves the impression that 
the flight crews had very different interpretations of 
the problems vis a vis radar coverage. There was no clear 
response as to why two different flight routes were selected. 

b. Testimony is unclear as to why the C130 pilots did not 
report the dust to the helos through the JTF for reasons 
other than comsec. Comsec violations for this purpose 
were not discussed in testimony. 

c. Testimony is unclear as to why the rest of the helos did 
not follow LTC Siefert. Transcript leaves the impression 
that there was no firm plan in this manner and that the 
rest of helos simply went on. 

d. The transcripts conflict with each other regarding the 
"desires of Pitman and the USMC maintenance officer to 

fly the Nimitz birds longer routes. The appearance is 
made that though "? i tmanj recommended longer flight: that 
* the birds in fact" did not appreciably pickup airjtime. 

e. The cost data submitted to Sen Hollings may be known by 
the Committee by 2 June.
